Innisfil pursued background studies. 
But in the end, the apparent savings 
seemed to melt away, as South Simcoe 
Police Chief Rick Beazley discovered 
"efficiencies” and the costs of 
dissolving the existing police service 


rose. BWG ended by reaffirming its 
partnership with Innisfil, and the 
South Simcoe Police Service, 
ft was a year that saw Provincial and 
federal politicians rediscover Bradford 
West Gwillimbury - with a visit from

Snowmobiler injured 


Snowmobiler injured 

A 30 year old Innisfil Snowmobile 
driver is in hospital with serious 
injuries after a collision with a car on 
December 29, around 7:30 p.m. The 
collision took place on the 10th Line 
of Innisfil, west of Stroud. Officers 
determined that the snowmobile 
entered the roadway directly into 
the path of the car, colliding with it, 
and throwing the rider over the car 
and across the road.

Christmas Day collisions 

On Dec. 25 at about 10 p.m., a pick¬ 
up truck travelling southbound on 
Yonge St. in Bradford lost control and 
crossed the centre line, colliding with 
a northbound van. The van rolled 
and came to rest in a ditch; all six 
occupants were taken to hospital by 
ambulance with non-life-threatening 
injuries. Both vehicles sustained heavy 
damage. Weather and road conditions 
are believed to have contributed to the 
crash; no charges are expected. 

Police responded to numerous 
reports of collisions on Christmas 
Day and early on Boxing Day. At 


about 2 a.m., police attended a single 
vehicle roll-over near County Rd. 

89 in Innisfil. The vehicle slid off the 
road, rolled and came to rest on its 
side, trapping the two occupants. 
Firefighters extricated the victims. A 
male was transported to hospital with 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

At about 11 p.m. on Dec. 26, a 
Toyota northbound on Yonge St. at 
Gilford Rd. lost control and entered 
the east ditch. The driver was taken 
to Southlake Regional with minor 
injuries. Investigation is ongoing. 

Impaired in Collision 

At about 9:03 p.m. on Dec. 24, 

South Simcoe Police were called 
to a collision on Innisfil Beach Rd., 
east of Yonge St. in Innisfil. A 2003 
Chrysler Sebring had rear-ended 
a 2010 Toyota Corolla westbound 
on Innisfil Beach Rd. There were 
no injuries, but both vehicles were 
severely damaged - and the female 
driver of the Chrysler exhibited signs 
of alcohol consumption. She was 
arrested for Impaired and transported 
to South Division for breath tests. 

The 48 year old Innisfil woman faces 
charges of Impaired and Over .080. 
Her vehicle was impounded for 7 days, 
she received a 90 day driver’s licence 
suspension and a January court date.

Ground-shaking 
Christmas Eve 

Residents from Toronto to Sutton, 
as far west as Bradford and as far east 
as Belleville, reported hearing a loud 
“boom” and feeling the ground shake 
on Christmas Eve. 

Not an earthquake, scientists 
believe the ground-shaking event 
was a much-rarer “cryoseism" - an 
event caused when a sudden and 
rapid drop in temperature causes the 
groundwater to freeze and expand, 
rupturing the frozen ground and rocks 
above with a sudden burst of energy. 

On December 24, overnight 
temperatures plunged to -20 C. 

There are other reports of “frost 
quakes” in the record, the most recent 
in 2011, in southwestern Ohio and 
Indiana. In Ontario, a frost quake was 
reported in 2000 in Sadowa, located 
east of Lake Couchiching. 

PSW Strike is over 

The 2-week strike by Personal 
Support Workers employed by 
Red Cross Care Partners ended on 
December 27, with a decision to enter 
into interest arbitration. 

Services Employees International 
Union (SEIU) Healthcare president 
Sharleen Stewart called the decision 
"the first step in recognizing 
homecare work as an essential 
service... Homecare PSWs should be 
compensated at a level similar to that 
of their colleagues working in nursing 
homes and hospitals. We hope the 
arbitrator will come up with a contract 
favourable to the hard-working 
caregivers that are on front lines of the 
healthcare system.” 

SEIU Healthcare, representing 4,500 
striking PSWs, will meet with Red 
Cross Care Partners and the arbitrator 
on January 3. In the interim, homecare 
services have resumed. 

Break & Enter, Breach 

On Dec. 28, at about 12:30 a.m., 

South Simcoe Police were asked 
to check on a Bradford residence. 

The elderly couple who resided at 
the residence had left the home, 
fearing that their adult son would 
show up and cause problems. Police 
attended, and discovered that the 
residence had been broken into, 
and a large amount of damage done. 
Investigation revealed that the adult 
son was responsible. Police located 
and arrested the suspect, a 51 year 
old Bradford male, who had been 
released from custody the previous 
week on charges of damaging several 
vehicles in the Bradford area. The man 
was charged with Break and Enter, 
Unlawfully in Dwelling, and Breach 
of Recognizance, and held for a bail 
hearing later that day. 

Building Permits up 

Building activity is up in BWG. The 
total number of Building Permits 
issued in 2013 totalled 956, as of Dec. 

3 - a 79% increase over the 534 permits 
issued in 2012. Value is also up.

Premier and Minister of Agriculture and Food 
Kathleen Wynne on February 6; and a taste of 
Trudeaumania, when Justin Trudeau visited 
on Feb. 15. 

2013 saw a change in the federal electoral 
boundaries. Bradford West GwiUimbury 
is now the only municipality west of Lake 
Simcoe to remain in York-Simcoe (with the 
exception of a small piece of King Twp.). 
Innisfil is now part of the new riding of Barrie- 
Innisfil. 

The year also saw the County of Simcoe 
introduce its new waste management contract. 
It saved the County about $2.1 milli on - not 
that BWG taxpayers saw the savings. There 
was some frustration: All of the Spring yard 
waste collection days fell before die May 24 
long weekend; residents were then supposed 
to wait until fall before setting out yard waste 
bags. Fortunately, the Town stepped in to pick 
up the bags. 

What else happened? January began with a 
“big city” crime, when two masked and armed 
men burst into the Bell Store in Bradford on 
Jan. 10, and got away with approximately 
$50,000 in merchandise - mostly smartphones. 

On February 19, the Town approved 
Community Improvement Plans for Artesian 
and Reagens Industrial Parks - including a 
package of incentives to help spur Industrial 
expansion and development. On May 29, 
Array Bradford became the first company to 
take advantage of the incentives, breaking 
ground on a 55,000 sq. ft. addition. 

March 1 saw the closure of Bradford's Giant 
Tiger store, despite petitions and a “Shop-in” 



by residents eager to save the store. 

On April 12, four levels of government - 
Federal, Provincial, County and Municipal 
- announced a major $100 million investment 
in Hwy. 400 improvements, including repaving 
and repairs from North Canal Rd. to Innisfil 
Beach Rd., and a new interchange at the 5th 
Line of BWG. 

On April 23, the proposal for the 
reconstruction of Holland St. in Bradford was 
unveiled - resulting in immediate controversy 
over proposals that included a traffic circle 
at Barrie and John Sts., and a reduction of 
Holland from 4 to 2 lanes, from Colborne to 


or accepted by 
residents. 

The May 4 Marsh 
Mash OMCRA-sanctioned canoe and kayak 
races on the Holland Marsh Canals saw 
some Olympic inspiration: Olympic athletes 
Adam vanKoeverden and Mark Oldershaw 
participated. 

May was a month filled with highlights - and 
low lights. On May 24, high water levels, a 
steady northwesterly wind and saturated soils 
contributed to the breach of a dyke north of 
Yonge St. - leading to the devastating flooding 
of 170 acres of farmland, and loss of crops. 

It would take weeks, and a second breach. 


before the dyke could be repaired. May 25 saw 
St. Jean de Brebeuf Catholic School celebrate 
its 25th Anniversary, and the Inaugural Brian 
Collier Memorial Ball Hockey Tourney for 
the Chimo Cup, played at the BWG Leisure 
Centre. May 25 also saw Bradford’s Denise 
Garrido, Miss World Canada 2010, crowned 
Miss Universe in front of the television 
cameras. Twenty-four hours later, the 
devastating news: it was all a mistake. Garrido 
was actually 3rd runner-up. She abdicated and 
gave up the crown with style and grace. 

And June 4 saw the end of an era: The Rotary 
Club of Bradford held its final meeting and 

disbanded, giving $16,500 to 
charity.

29, 2013. The Town’s Finance Department 
is currently working on updating and verifying the 8,681 
municipal supplied water & wastewater billing accounts 
that have been taken over from PowerStream on December 
1, 2013. The verification and update of the data is nearly 
completed and we hope that this effort will help to minimize 
billing issues that may arise in the future. This detailed 
review has resulted in a number of corrections to the data 
provided by PowerStream resulting in time well spent to 
ensure a greater level of accuracy with the Town’s first run 
of utility bills. 

There has unfortunately been a recent unforeseen software 
issue with the billing program that needs to be resolved 
before any bills can be produced.
